dress, whispering and giggling. 
They embrace Bobbv G. Seale, 
the jailed Black Panther leader. 


Wednesday, the spotlight was 


on Seale, the only defendant not 
free on bond. He is lodged in the 
Cook County jail each night on a 
fugitive warrant from New Ha- 
ven, Conn., where he is charged 
with murder. 


Since Oct. 22, Seale has spo- 


radically interrupted the trial 
with demands that he be per- 
mitted to conduct his own de- 
fense. 


"Racist Pig" 


His remarks often include 


calling Judge Julius J. Hoffman 
"a blatant racist, a racist pig 
and a racist, fascist pig." 
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Judge Hoffman, 74, a tiny 


wrinkled 
man 
with s t e e l - 


rimmed glasses and a reputa- 
tion as a law scholar, has just 
as persistently threatened to 
have Seale bound and gagged. 


It happened Wednesday. Seale 


was physically restrained by 
marshals 
twice 
during 
the 


morning session. When he inter- 
rupted the judge at the start of 
the afternoon session, Judge 
Hoffman ordered a marshal to 
take Seale into another room 
and "deal with him as he should 
be dealt with." 


Minutes later, Seale, mana- 


cled to a metal folding chair 
and gagged with a white cloth 
;hat flapped over his shoulders 
ike a scarf, was returned to the 
courtroom. 


Shout at Lawyer 


During 
arguments between 


defense lawyer William M. Kun- 


stler and U.S". Atty. Thomas A. 
Foran, Seale shouted through 
his gag, "Sit down, Kunstler, 
you don't represent me!" 


Judge Hoffman called a mar- 


shal aside and told him the gag 
wasn't working effectively. A 
brief recess was called and 
again Seale was returned to the 
courtroom in manacles, but this 
time layers of adhesive tape 
were added to the gag. 


Judge Hoffman explained to 


the jury of 10 women and two 
men that the "steps were taken 
to insure a fair trial." 


By the end of the session, 


Seale had worked the gag loose 
enough for his muffled demands 
to be heard. He also rattled the 
chains against the chair and 
Judge Hoffman hurriedly ex- 
cused the jury. 


Instant Halt Ordered 
To School Segregation 


Justices Unanimous in 
Mississippi Case Against 
Operating Dual System 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has stripped 
southern school officials of their 
favorite legal crutch and or- 
dered an end to delay in the de- 
segregation of public schools. 


The unanimous decision, giv- 


en Wednesday night in a Missis- 
sippi case, said the "all deliber- 
ate speed" doctrine no longer 
may serve as a cover for the 
continued operation of segregat- 
ed schools. 


"The 
obligation of every 


school district is to terminate 
dual school systems at once and 
to operate now and hereafter 
only unitary schools," declared 
;he decision, first under Chief 
Justcie Warren E. Burger. 


The ruling was a stunning set- 


jack to the Nixon administra- 
ion, which had maintained edu- 
cation officials needed more 
time to "validate" desegrega- 
ion plans for schools in Missis- 
lippi. 


Far-Reaching Decision 


Its import extends far beyond 


he state, reaching wherever ra- 
cially separate schools remain 
as a vestige of segregation laws 
he court began declaring un- 
constitutional in 1954. 


Beyond 
that, 
the decision 


could serve as a platform for le- 
;al attacks in the North, though 
most northern school segrega- 
ion is a result of neighborhood 
housing patterns. The ruling's ef- 
ect in these situations was not 
mmediately clear. 


The court acted with urgent 


dispatch. It had conducted its 
learing only last Thursday and 
.ssued its ruling during a re- 
cess, the first such move in 
nearly five years. 


Opinion Unsigned 


The opinion was unsigned, 


:hough some of the phrases bore 
;he unmistakable imprint of 
Justice Hugo L. Black, who in 
an interim ruling last month 
recommended a final uprooting 
of the "all deliberate speed" 
doctrine. 


The decision requires the U.S. 


Court of Appeals in New Or- 
eans to order Mississippi school 
districts to "begin immediately 
o operate as unitary school sys- 
ems within which no person is 
o be effectively excluded from 
any school because of race or 
color." 


The appeals court is to use as 


a vehicle desegregation plans 
hat would have taken effect 


Sept. 1 had not the administra- 
tion counseled delay until Dec. 
1. 


Modifications Possible 


"Modifications" 
may 
be 


made, the v Supreme Court said, 
so long as they "insure a totally 
unitary school system for all eli- 
gible pupils without regard to 
race or color." 


The school officials are free to 


lodge whatever objections they 
may have, the high court said, 
but these are to be considered 
by federal judges in Mississippi 
after—and not before—the plans 
are put into effect. 


The 
decision contained 
a 


stinging rebuke to the "court in 
New Orleans for accepting the 
administration's advice last Au- 
gust and postponing further de- 
segregation. 


"The court of appeals," the 


high court said, "should have 
denied all motions for additional 
time because continued opera- 
tion of segregated^schools under 
a standard of allowing 'all de- 
liberate speed' for desegrega- 
tion is no longer constitutionally 
permissible." 


Earlier Rulings 


The decision cited 1964 and 


1968 rulings that called 
for 


immediate desegregation of Vir- 
ginia schools. 


The concept of "all deliberate 


ipeed" was set forth by the Su- 
preme Court in 1955. Recogniz- 
ing that school officials faced 
massive administrative difficul- 
ties in abandoning racially sep- 
arate schools, the court said 
they should act, nonetheless, 
with "all deliberate speed." 


Black said last September the 


doctrine had become a euphe- 
mism for delay and should be 
uprooted once and for all. With 
the court then still in summer 
recess, Black found himself un- 
able at the time to overrule the 
appeals court on his own. 


The NAACP Legal Defense 


and Educational Fund then car- 
ried its fight to the full Supreme 
Court. For the first time, in a 
school desegregation case, it 
was on opposing sides from the 
federal government. 


Following the ruling, the Jus- 


tice Department maintained a 
cautious stance, saying the gov- 
ernment's future course depend- 
ed on what the New Orleans ap- 
peals court did to implement the 
ruling.

lowed to "take into account the 
public interest" in eliminating 
obstacles to desegregation.

tax boost. 


Soak up Foam 


Sen. James Swan, R-Elkhorn, 


said if the people in his district 
are "gouged," he will submit 
a bill to tax the breweries even 
more to "soak up this extra 
foam." 


Swan said there was no rea- 


son for the retail price of beer 
to go up because the $1 per bar- 
rel tax hike would amount to a 
mere one-third of a cent increase 
per 12 ounce bottle and a one- 
sixth of a cent increase per six 
ounce glass. 


"This Legislature will take a 


very dim look at profit grab- 
bing," added Sen. Reuben La 
Fave, R-Oconto. 


The main thrust behind the 


measure was the need to aid 
the Marquette Medical School— 
a private institution—so it can 


continue training physicians to 
meet a pressing need in Wiscon- 
sin, particularly in rural areas.

We're Always the Villain in Latin America 


There has been somewhat of a change in 


the policies or at least the images of a 
couple of new military leaders in Latin 
American countries where somewhat dem- 
ocratic regimes were overthrown by mili- 
tary coups. The term "revolutionary" 
comes up again and again and there also 
has been 
an obvious effort to expand 


relations with Communist countries and 
not to rely so heavily upon United States 
support. 


President Velasco Alvarado, who seized 


power in Peru a year ago, nationalized the

from this country of cutting off the 
opportunities for more military aid and 
halting the buying of Peru's sugar crop as 
well.

\\ hich has been getting 30 per cent of Gulf's 
profits and 11 per cent royalties on oil pro- 
duction. A partially constructed natural 
gas line would have netted the country an 
estimated $340 million and Gulf was doing 
the building, partly on funds from the 
World Bank which takes a rather hard line 
at projects not likely to be productive. 


But both President Velasco and Presi- 


dent Ovando are faced with the increased 
nationalistic attitudes of their people and 
they may have had their hands forced in 
the seizing of private investments from the 
United States. 


In the past — and still in other Latin 


American countries, notably Brazil and 
Argentina — military regimes have (ended 
to play along with American interests but 
in so doing they often have lost the support 
of their people and have become ripe for an 
overthrow. The military leaders in Bolivia 
and Peru appear to be of a different breed 
and they actually may be closer to 
understanding the aspirations and needs of 
their peasants than do most Latin Ameri- 
can leaders. 


But they are not likely lo encourage 


more American private investment.

Harvard 
University owns 275,000 shares 
of General Motors. Also, pen- 


sion funds of private industry 
cover 30 million people. 


Funds in Stocks 


Companies likewise h a v e 


about 77,000 deferred profit- 
sharing plans covering at least 
6 m i l l i o n corporation em- 
ployes. There trust funds ex- 
ceed $20 billion. New plans 
approved for companies within 
the past year alone totalled 
10.864.

Harvard is the most richly 


endowed university in 
the 


world. Its investment 
fund 


now exceeds $1 billion. How- 
ever, a mere 9 per cent of 397 
liberal arts institutions hold 83 
per cent, of the endowment 
money. Out of a total $12 
billion only 
19 universities 


have available the income 
from $100 million or more. 
And all are tragically pinched 
to meet increased operating 
and expansion costs. 


Even Yale, the world's third 


most richly endowed universi- 
ty, has been forced to spend 
some of its endowment princi-" 
pal. And Harvard itself made 
the grade last year only by 
deriving a full 37 per cent of 
its income from government 
sources, which is a shattering 
revelation on the face of it. 


The indicated hope for sur- 


vival is the endowments' pur- 
chase of common stocks. A U. 
S. Office of Education survey 
of 135 institutions finds that 
their portfolios now average 54 
per cent in common stocks 


compared to 38 per cent in 
]95n Some show as high as 80 
per cent, which seems the 
ceiling, and IBM is the largest 
holding, followed by General 
Motors and Standard Oil of 
New Jersey. Meanwhile, the 
University of Rochester has 
increased its e n d o w m e n t 
fund's market value from $81 
million lo $346 million (chiefly 
through shares in Rochester- 
based Eastman Kodak and 
Xerox) and made itself the 
fifth wealthiest university in 
the country today. 


Yields are Low 


A Boston Fund survey, in 


turn, finds that the average 
market yield among major 
university endowment funds is 
only 3.8 per cent — about 25 
per cent less income than if 
the trustees had just left the 
money in a savings bank. But, 
faced by inflation, fund trus- 
tees are clearly subordinating 
income from the money to a 
goal of capital gains. 


This thinking likewise domi- 


nates most mutual funds. And, 
indicating how immense the 
stake is in these, the funds 
now account for more than 
half of all the volume on the 
New York Stock Exchange. 


The educational e n d o w - 


ments' average turnover rate 
of their portofolios runs about 
5.5 per cent a year. Emphasiz- 
ing s t o c k s ' "performance" 
lather than stability and in- 
come, mutual funds are now 
buying and selling stocks at a 
yearly turnover rate of about 
40 per cent of their portfolios. 
That's more than double the 
rate as recently as 1964. 


This shows up not only in 


today's immense trading vol- 
ume but also, alas, in the 
sudden bangs, up and down, 
that hit individual stocks, curl 
the hair of many an investor, 
and are causing growing criti- 
cism by the Security and 
Exchange 
Commission. For 


the market as a whole is too 
vital to the country not to need 
\vise and vigorous policing.

Wisconsin Report 
Redistribution of 
Taxes Will Come but 


It Will Take Ti

MADISON — The question 


echoes through Wisconsin poli- 
tics: 


Why did the Wisconsin Sen- 


ate, in defiance of a strong 
municipal lobby and the ap- 
peal of the governor who is 
the titular head of the party 
which rules that house, after a 
fortnight of inconclusive strug- 
gle kill the Tarr state tax 
redistribution bill and then 
hurridely nail down the coffin 
so that the issue cannot arise 
again in this session? 


The redistribution 
formula 


was put together by a presti- 
gious committee. It had the 
backing of some of the most 
responsible m e n in state 
government, not the least of 
whom is studious James R. 
Morgan, the secretary of the 
State Department of Revenue. 


Details aside, most persons 


Wyngaard 


who profess any knowledge of 
the distribution f o r m u l a s 
patched together haphazardly 
in many previous decades 
know that some adjustment 
must be made, sooner or later. 
Doubtless they will be made, 
in another time. 


MUST REGARD INTERESTS 


The reasons are many. Some 


of them are probably defensi- 
ble. Some may not be. To say 
that some senators are "pro- 
v i n e i a 1" is probably true 
enough (parochial might be a 
more descriptive word), but it 
is merely to echo the funda- 
mentals of politics. A senator 
who disregards the interest of 
his own demanding consti- 
tuenls doesn't remain a sena- 
tor for very long. 


The governor did not help 


his cause by deriding the 
legislature w i t h the word 
"provincial." especially among 
those who remember 
that 


when he was a legislator he 
was not known for his shelving 
of 
the 
views of his 
own 


"provincial" voting base. His 
broadening of view came with 
his acquisition of a statewide 
constituency when he 
was 


elected governor, and particu- 
larly when it became evident 
to him that the Republican 
party he represented needed 
an enlargement of its vote 
base in Milwaukee. 


There is involved here a law 


of politics that is as old as 
r e p resentative government. 
The sponsors of the bill claim- 


ed that about two-thirds of the 
taxpayers of the state would 
have gained from the enact- 
ment of the Tarr bill. That is 
true, in the literal sense, on 
the basis of the data provided 
for 196W9 on the assumption 
that the new system had been 
effective. But some of the 
"gains" were so negligible as 
to have little political appeal. 


LITTLE REDUCTION OWED 


In the city of Madison, for 


example, it would have meant 
a reduction of five cents per 
$1,000 of 
equalized value, 


which would have meant per- 
haps something over a dollar 
for a man with a $30,000 house 
on the basis of assessed value 
— scarcely something to be- 
come excited about when he is 
facing a 1969-70 real property 
tax boost of $50 — if he is 
lucky — and perhaps substan- 
tially more. 


This was a complex subject. 


The rank and file of the people 
had little awareness of the 
details because of its complex- 
ity. In such situations the law 
of t h e indignant minority 
comes into play. The ostensi- 
ble beneficiaries don't remem- 
ber; but the offended minority 
does. 


There was the "transitional 


payments" provision, 
which 


was written into the bill to 
soften the blow for those "tax- 
islands" that would be too 
severely hit with a literal 
application of the Tarr formu- 
la. But those vigilant districts 
were aware that the bill 
provided for the cessation of 
the transitional concessions af- 
ter three years. 


WON'T HELP MILWAUKEE 


Finally, the program ap- 


peared to most legislators as a 
"Milwaukee" aid bill. What- 
ever the facts, the time has 
not yet arrived when legisla- 
tors representing v i l l a g e s , 
rural towns and small cities 
are prepared to take money 
out of the tax purses of their 
voters — especially Republi- 
can voters — for the benefit of 
Milwaukee. As one legislator 
remarked 
a few days ago, 


"Most of my people have 
never seen a Negro." 


But the issue of distribution 


reform — which is a genuine 
one — has not been shelved. It 
will continue. There well be 
new proposals, perhaps more 
modest. The state is now 
aware that there are priv- 
ileged "tax islands" and that 
there are other districts where 
the local 
tax 
burden 
has 


reached a crushing weight. 
That is a gain. 


As observed here before, 


Most major and fundamental 
policy changes are not exacted 
at the first offering. The cause 
will remain, 
to

Next to the common cold, 


automobile starting trouble is 
the most frequent winter-time 
misery. 


More than one out of every 


four motorists will have this 
problem this winter, according 
to the American Automobile 
Association, unless their car 
battery is sufficiently potent 
and they have had their auto 
thoroughly winterized. 


A properly winterized car will 


include a check of everything 
from brakes to tires to the 
cooling system to the carbure- 
tor, the association said. 


Late October is an excellent 


time for motorists to have their 
car checked. Most stations and 
garages have added personnel 
to take care of motorists' win- 
terizing needs, but yet most 
drivers wait—often too late—un- 
til November and December to 
have their car winterchecked. 


During October garagemen 


can usually give extra, no-rush 


care. In November and later, 
when the weather gets really 
cold, garages and stations are 
usually flooded with persons 
who want tune-ups, anti-freeze 
checks and the like. 


Statistics show that more than 


half of all emergency 
road 


service calls occur during win- 
ter months, and involve cars 
that have not been winterized. 


Items that should be checked 


when having a car winterized: 


Cooling system: drain and 


flush as necessary, installing 
proper 
thermostat and anti- 


freeze and check radiator and 
heater hoses and replace if 
needed; tune up: check ignition 
system, points, condenser and 
plugs; carburetor: check and 
clean 
and 
adjust 
automatic 


choke; b a t t e r y : check and 
charge if needed and check 
cables and case for cracks and 
corrosion; lubrication: grease to 
eliminate dust, dirt, and mois- 
ture from moving parts; snow 
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tires: mount after Inspection for 
cuts, bruises and , if tire chains 
are used, check for worn or 
broken link*; pulley belts: in- 
spect, adjust and replace as 
required ; oil: install the proper 
weight oil by checking 
the 


owner's manual. Usually, 10W is 
used below 32 degrees and 5W 
oil below 10 degrees.

The Law and You 
Engagement Terminated, 
So Who Will Get Ring? 


Generally, when a beau gives 


his beloved an engagement ring 
in contemplation of marriage, 
she may not keep the ring if she 
terminates the engagement. 


Suppose the man is already 


married when he 
gave 
his 


fiancee the engagement ring but 
comtemplated divorce. If she 
breaks the engagement, must 
she return the ring? 


No, said a court in an eastern 


state. 


The facts were these: When 


Joe Smith and Jane Jones 
announced their engagement, 
Joe presented his prospective 
bride with a 10-carat diamond 
ring (valued at $60,000). Joe 
was still married to another 
woman from whom he had been 
separated for several years and 
a divorce was planned. Less 
than a month after their en- 
gagement and the gift of the 
ring, Jane had a change of 
heart and broke the engage- 
ment. However, she refused to 
return the ring to Joe and he 
sued for its return. Jane made a 
motion for a summary judg- 
ment, which was denied and she 
appealed. 


The case was reversed in 


Jane's favor and she was allow- 
ed to keep the ring. It was 
reasoned 
that an egagement 


ring is generally a conditional 


gift that becomes absolute upon 
the marriage of the parties. 
However, under these facts the 
gift was not conditional, but 
absolute. 


The court said: "The essential 


element which distinguishes the 
action for recovery of a ring 
given in contemplation of mar- 
riage from other actions for the 
return of other gifts, the deliv- 
ery of which has been complet- 
ed, is the breach by the donee 
of the contract to marry. Where 
one of the parties is already 
married, the contract to marry 
is completely void. The fact that 
the married promisor contem- 
plated divorce and the promises 
were conditional upon that even- 
tuality does not validate the 
agreement." 


The 
court 
concluded 
that 


since no valid agreement exist- 
ed that could be breached, "the 
gift remains absolute."

The group claims to not be a 


union, but, City Atty. Donald 
Green said, rather "merely an 
informal association of people 


that the council may or may not 
choose to dea! with." 


Aid. George Simon, a person- 


nel committeeman, said it was 
hoped that this would expedite 
bargaining with the large num- 
ber of employes. 


The group negotiator — Don- 


ald Swetz — admitted today 
that "we still have not worked 
out 'all the details on this 
thing." 


Swetz said he has "not gone 


far enough so I could speak 
with any authority" on the legal 
implications. He was not aware 
the personnel committee and 
the City Council had recognized 
the association. 


However, he said he would 


stay within- the "letter of the 
law." 


A spokesman for the attorney 


general's office said the state 
law was unclear on whether 
elected city officials could be in 
a bargaining unit. He said that 


"off-hand" he believes there 
might be a question as to 
whether an elected city official 
could be part of the unit.

rangement, Swetz will present 
wage and contract requests to 
the personnel committee rather 
than each official and employe 
appearing before thee commit- 
tee.

Green said he understands the 


group is not legally a bargaining 
unit and doesn't have the pow- 
ers of pressure that a union has, 
including strike rights.

The largest single cut he is 


proposing is $5,700 in shelter 
allowance for housing welfare 
clients. A $12,000 sum is re- 
quested for the coming year. 
Food and other provisions are 
reduced by $5,500, also to a 
requested $12,000. 


Other cuts are in fuel and 


utilities, provisions other than 
food and payments in "charge- 
backs" to other welfare districts 
supporting Appleton residents. 


Increases, on the other hand, 


are shown in medical and dental 
payments and hospitalization 
costs, which Ehricke said had 
increased sharply in the past 


year. He is asking for $21,000 in 
the two categories, a combined 
increase of $3,500.

"charge-backs" paid by other 
communities when out-of-city 
residents receive relief here.

posed budget are down $9,350, to

Instant Halt Ordered 
To School Segregation 


Justices Unanimous in 
Mississippi Case Against 
Operating Dual System 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


Supreme Court has stripped 
southern school officials of their 
favorite legal crutch and or- 
dered an end to delay in the de- 
segregation of public schools. 


The unanimous decision, giv- 


en Wednesday night in a Missis- 
sippi case, said the "all deliber- 
ate speed" doctrine no longer 
may serve as a cover for the 
continued operation of segregat- 
ed schools. 


"The 
obligation of every 


school district is to terminate 
dual school systems at once and 
to operate now and hereafter 
only unitary schools," declared 
the decision, first under Chief 
Justcie Warren E. Burger. 


The ruling was a stunning set- 


back to the Nixon administra- 
tion, which had maintained edu- 
cation officials needed more 
;ime to "validate" desegrega- 
tion plans for schools in Missis- 
sippi. 


Far-Reaching Decision 


Its import extends far beyond 


;he state, reaching wherever ra- 
cially separate schools remain 
as a vestige of segregation laws 
the court began declaring un- 
constitutional in 1954. 


Beyond 
that, the decision 


could serve as a platform for le- 
gal attacks in the North, though 
most northern school segrega- 
,ion is a result of neighborhood 
lousing patterns. The ruling's ef- 
;ect in these situations was not 
immediately clear. 


The court acted with urgent 


dispatch. It had conducted its 
bearing only last Thursday and 
issued its ruling during' a re- 
cess, the first such move in 
nearly five years. 


Opinion Unsigned 


The opinion was unsigned, 


though some of the phrases bore 
the unmistakable imprint of 
Justice Hugo L. Black, who in 
an interim ruling last month 
recommended a final uprooting 
of the "all deliberate speed" 
doctrine. 


The decision requires the U.S. 
lourt of Appeals in New Or- 
leans to order Mississippi school 
districts to "begin immediately 
to operate as unitary school sys- 
tems within which no person is 
to be effectively excluded from 
any school because of race or 
:olor." 
The appeals court is to use as 


i vehicle desegregation plans 
that would have taken effect 


Sept. 1 had not the administra- 
tion counseled delay until Dec. 
1. 


Modifications Possible 


"Modifications" 
may 
be 


made, the Supreme Court said, 
so long as they "insure a totally 
unitary school system for all eli- 
gible pupils without regard to 
race or color." 


The school officials are free to 


lodge whatever objections they 
may have, the high court said, 
but these are to be considered 
by federal judges in Mississippi 
after—and not before—the plans 
are put into effect. 


The 
decision 
contained 
a 


stinging rebuke to the court in 
New Orleans for accepting the 
administration's advice last Au- 
gust and postponing further de- 
segregation. 


"The court of apneals," the 


high court said, "should have 
denied all motions for additional 
time because continued opera- 
tion of segregated schools under 
a standard of allowing 'all de- 
liberate speed' for desegrega- 
tion is no longer constitutionally 
permissible." 


Earlier Rulings 


The decision cited 1964 and 


1968 rulings that called for 
immediate desegregation of Vir- 
ginia schools. 


The concept of "all deliberate 


speed" was set forth by the Su- 
preme Court in 1955. Recogniz- 
ing that school officials faced 
massive administrative difficul- 
ties in abandoning racially sep- 
arate schools, the court said 
they should act, nonetheless, 
with "all deliberate speed." 


Black said last September the 


doctrine had become a euphe- 
mism for delay and should be 
uprooted once and for all. With 
the court then still in summer 
recess, Black found himself un- 
able at the time to overrule the 
appeals court on his own. 


The NAACP Legal Defense 


and Educational Fund then car- 
ried its fight to the full Supreme 
Court. For the first time, in a 
school desegregation case, it 
was on opposing sides from the 
federal government. 


Following the ruling, the Jus- 


tice Department maintained a 
cautious stance, saying the gov- 
ernment's future course depend- 
ed on what the New Orleans ap- 
peals court did to implement the 
ruling.

leaders Wednesday night. 


They reportedly believed they 


had the votes to defeat the move 
even though many congressmen 
had left for the night—but were 
unsure enough to delay the vote 
until nearly all members would 
be on hand. 


Continued Prohibition

debate the prohibition against 
broad draft reform was con- 
trived to force Congress to turn 
its responsibility for writing Se- 
lective Service laws over to Nix- 
on.

ed by law in four others, the 
court pondered for a year be- 
fore giving any guidelines for, 
implementation. 


May 31, 1955, the court said 


federal courts should require "a 
prompt and reasonable start to- 
ward full compliance" and an 
end to segregation in public 
schools "with all deliberate 
speed." 


Public Interest 


Lower courts were to be al- 


lowed to "take into account the 
public interest" in eliminating 
obstacles to desegregation. "But 
it should go without saying that 
the vitality of these constitution- 
jal principles cannot be allowed 
to yield simply because of disa- 
greement with them." 


The courts were to require 


school officials to "make a 
prompt and reasonable start to- 
ward

compliance."

WAUPACA - A solid waste 


disposal planning program was 
presented to the zoning commit- 
tee of the Waupaca County 
Board Wednesday. The county 
was asked to join with eight 
other counties in northeastern 
Wisconsin to study existing con- 
ditions and facilities and to 
outline adequate plans to reduce 
nuisances and health hazards in 
the years ahead. 


Boyd Kinsley, director of na- 


tural resources for Northeastern 
Wisconsin Regional Plann i n g 
Commission, presented a pros- 
pectus of such a planning pro- 
gram prepared by the commis- 
sion. However, the zoning com- 
mittee asked for more time to 
consider the proposal. 


"This study would collect data 


on existing dumps and provide 
an analysis of the information 
gathered in the factual study. 
This would be available to all 
local units of government so 
they could make sound decisions 
in planning ahead for proper 
solid waste disposal," Kinsley 
explained. 


State Code 


'It is not to be confused with 


he state's adopted Administra- 
tive Code which sets solid waste 
disposal standards," he noted. 
'Legislation in 1967 and the 
ensuing code had one purpose- 
to reduce air and water pollu- 
tion in order to maintain or 
improve the quality 
of the 


environment in which we live. 


"The core brought to light a 


number of disposal problem 
and it became apparent to local 
units of government that their 
solid waste disposal facilities 
were unsuitable, that the re- 
sponsibility was theirs, and that 
they, admittedly, did not know 
where to begin." 


The study Kinsley proposed 


would take approximately 24 
months and would be conducted 
by townships, including incorpo- 
rated municipalities of a popula- 
tion of 5,500 or less, on a county- 
by-county basis. 


The work would primarily 


include township and municipal 
waste disposal. Private disposal 
sites would be included only as 
;hey relate to the basic study 
area and to the reduction of air 
and water pollution.
